Manuscripts 
from 467 B.C. first mention the appearance of Halley's Comet, and later records note 
each subsequent return. We can be sure that in 1066, the Chinese .astronomers were 
recording the details of the comet's appearance. 

In England in 1066, the Normans and the Anglo-Saxons were preparing to fight a 
decisive battle for control of the country, the Battle of Hastings, The two groups were 
struggling to determine which language, culture, and leadership would rule England.
